The mountains of Guantanamo, in 
the vicin ity of Santiago, art* considered 
the most productive coffee regions in 
Cuba, 
Coffee is grown in every parr of 
the island. A t one time it was as large­ 
ly cultivated in the valleys and plains 
as is now the sugar cam , but at present 
most of the coffee raising is done in the 
li.-triet and neighborhood of Santiago 
and in the jurisdiction of Guantanamo. 
Land in this part of tho island has been 
particularly cheap, ami planters in cou- 
-equence have found it to their advun- 
1 tage, as their old places became worn 
| < ut, to sell them and remove to Guan- 
I tumuuo’s beautiful hills, where the eli 
mate is healthful, the crops excellent 
j md the land cheap. 
i 
The coffee plantations in Cuba most 
noted for the richness and excellence of 
the bean are those situated on the range 
«¡f mountains called the Sierra Maestra. 
in 
the vicin ity of Santiago, 
in 
the 
Vuelto At ajo and in the districts of 
Alquizar and San Marcos. 
These plan­ 
tations are known as cafetales. 
They 
are among the most extensive agricul­ 
tural establishments carried on in Cuba. 
They vary in size from 
100 to more 
than 1,000 acres. 
In the low country 
the number of hands is about 100 to a 
large 
plantation. 
The 
average else­ 
where is about 00 negroes to every 1,000 
acres. 
Besides coffee, 
large quantities of 
rice, plantains, potat« < s, chocolate and 
fruits ar«; raised <m these plantations. 
Tin st «*is of the fruit tr e e s are planted 
m the same fields with flu* coffee, so 
that the tr«*es may eventually afford the 
shad«) which tin; coffee plant needs. 
The guarda rayos, or roads that lead up 
to tie dwellings, are generally shaded 
by these plants or by long rows of palm 
or cocoa or poplar, iorm ii g charming 
avi nin's. 
Each cafetal has its bnt«*y, or square, 
formed by tin*differ« nt buildings, which 
usually consist of the rasa <1«* vivienda, 
or dw elling bouse; 
the tendahs, or 
stone houses; the secaderos, or stone 
terrac« s for drying tie* coffee; the sta 
l ies, the negro quarters and the cotlee 
house, where tie* beau is prepared. This 
house, as a rule, is tie* largest of the 
I uildings. The cab tal geie rally is man 
aged by the proprietor himself, with 
the assistance of the mayoral, who L 
usually the most intelligent negro on 
the plantation. In good seas« ns to every 
264 acres 200,000 trims can 
I»«* planted. 
Tines«* w ill produce on an average 62, 
500 pounds of eoff'e« and bring 8 1 5,000. 
From this amount, the « xpens«-s liav« to 


be deducted. 
A t the end of February tho hearing 
plants begin to blossom, and in cold 
places as late as March and April, c o n ­

In 50 days it wa s raised, organized, 
* juipned, armed, mounted, put

transports, carried 
to Cuba and put 
through tw o victorious lights. T ha t’s a

id I think w ill be hard to beat.

is ma inly a southwestern reg iment, from 
N*» w Mexico, Arizona, India n Territory 
,nd Oklahoma. 
We ha ve men from a l­ 
most <*very sta te in th« * Union— Main« *, 
( lalifornia, N ew York, Massachusetts, 
Texas, Louisia na — everywhere, and it 
- a thoroug hly America n regiment. 
“ The grand work of the reg iment is 
dim to the cow puncher— the man who 
iias herded ca ttle 011 tlm great pla ins 
for a living — a nd next to him comes 
the Rocky mounta in miner, who lias 
« Iso usua lly been a sma ll ranchma n; 
then the professional hunter, the m in ­ 
ing eng ineer and civil eng ineer, and 
mixed w ith them the colleg e a thlete and 
tlm man w ho has a lwa ys been fond of 
rough out of door sports— they all go 
in tog ether w ithout a hitch. 
Four of 
the men were N ew York policemen, one 
of whom, Ha ywa rd, a g a lla nt fellow, 
wa s killed. W e ha ve tw o clerg ymen 111 
the reg iment, and they foug ht w e ll.” 
A humorous recollection of' one of his 
preachers stirred in Colonel R oosevelt’s 
mind, an« l he broke out la ug hing . “ You 
should ha ve seen him one morning, ” he 
“ sitting just below the bombproof, 
where the shrapnel kept cra cking over 
his hat. 
They couldn’t reach him, and 
he knew it. So thoug h they touched the 
brim of his hat at times he sat p« jrfect- 
iy placid, brea king the beans for his 
coffee w ith the butt ot his revolver and 
minded th« « bullets 110 more than if 
there* had never been any. 
He wa s a 
g a me preacher. 
“ Ninety-five per cent of my men had 
at one time or a nother herded ca ttle 011 
horseback or had hunted big g a me w ith 
the rifle. They were, therefore, natural 
riders and good shots used to out of 
door life, a dead gam« * lot of intellig ent 
men, so w ecouhl discipline them. They 
were not u.-*‘d to it, hut it wa s a ston­ 
ishing how quick they became used to 
it. They yi« *lded most prompt obedience 
and were just as good in policing the 
camp, keeping guard, on the march as 
in the light. 
Many of them had been 
under fire bef« re. They had be« 11 Indian 
traders in Arizona, sheriffs ami deputy 
sheriffs in New Mexi o, ma rsha ls and 
deputy ma rsha ls 111 tin* Indian Terri­ 
tory. 
Scores of tbeau in i been in hard 
fights w ith In lia ns and w hite desper­ 
adoes. They formed a nucleus th« * 111111- 
ut« * lig hting began, then they all took 
na tura lly to it. 
“ One of my best men, a Georg ia n 
named Crosket, had been an internal 
revenue officer, running a g a inst moon­ 
shiners, pretty good practice for stea dy­ 
ing mrves. 
He wa s wounded in the 
Sa ntia g o fight. 
Our first fight wa s at 
L a Quasimas. It is the veriest nonsense 
to speak of that as an ambush, as some 
coffee eool« *rs lir^t reported. 
VVV knew 
just where 
the 
Spaniards were and 
General Young, 
with 
the First and 
Tenth regulars, arranged w ith Colonel 
Wood that they should march by differ­ 
ent routes and hit th« * Spaniards on 
their right and left w ing s at the sa me 
time. 
We struck them a lmost exa ctly 
togeth« *r. 
It w a s a mounta inous coun­ 
try, covered w ith thick jungl« *, and tie- 
fore a pass, defended by double our 
number, which of course made a brisk 
tight- and some loss, but we forced it. 
A11 a dvance guard discovered th« * Spa n­ 
ish outposts, ami we then deployed our 
men in battle order before th« » firing 
began. 
“ In this fight gallant Captain Capron 
wa s kilh-d. 
li 
was a splendid fello w, 
a finished ho1<1i*t , kno wing « -very (L-tail 
of his pfi i* - lull, o t splendid physiqtu ) 
and literally da u n tl « » co u rage. 
Ham 
Fish was slain beside him. 
Ho was 
lighting ju st as gallantly. 
“ In the same tight one I f ( ’a p ro n ’s 
.men, an Imlu u i named Isabel, wa s sho t

Another man named 
LsieviTs wa s shot above the hips when 
w e were 111 a pretty hot corner. After a 
m inute h«* sat up, and w e propped hint 
behind ¡1 tr.*« - and g a ve him his rifle and 
cunteeu. 
He kept on firing until we 
cha rg ed forward.

w ho ranked with Capron in va lue t 
the reg iment, a man as ga lla nt as he 
wa s efficient. 
At last we got the order 
to support the regular cavalry and make 
an a ssa ult in the San J uan hill forts. 
Moving forward, w e had the honor to 
be the first to t iea k through the line of 
Spa nish 
intrenehments. ” — Cor.

Nuf only do v arious reptiles and other 
! queer creatures abound in the forests 
I and swamps of the Philippines, but the 
! surrounding wafer of thtse interesting 
i islands team with v eritable sea serpents. 
These strange creatures, which pass 
their entire ex istence in the water, pos- 
| sess deadly fangs. 
They are a great 
! menace to the fishermen, w ho are con- 
| stantly ex posed to tlieir attacks. 
Technically 
speaking, 
science 
has 
I named 
the group 
the 
Hy drophidae 
They differ from the terrestrial snakes 
! only in the possession of a flat, paddle­ 
like tail. 
Tb ese reptiles inhabit the 
tropical seas ot the old world and occa- 
| sionally attain a length of s feet. 
Dr. 
Rudolph Weber, professor of drawing 
I in Princeton univ ersity , observ ed large 
numbers of th* - * creatures w hile on a 
steamer bound t r Sumatra. Dr. Weber 
was in charm- of a scientific ex pedition 
and 
nuturaily took special notice of 
them. He say s that when the v essel was 
some 50 m iles off the coast my riads of 
sea snakes could he seen sw im m ing 
about as far as the ey e could reach. 
They kept upon the surface, and sev eral 
distinct species were recognized among 
tin m. 
During calm weather these reptiles 
may be seen sunning themselv es upon 
the surface of the sea, remaining m o­ 
tionless ex cept fur a slight undulation 
caused by the mov ement of the water. 
When alarmed, the agile reptiles div e 
like arrows, leav ing a train of 
bubbles 
behind them. Some species are ex treme­ 
ly brilliant in coloration, being bright 
y ellow, banded with black, w hile others 
are tinted with delicate shades of green. 
The food of sea snakes consists e ntire ­ 
ly of fishes. 
F requently fishes arm ed 
w ith long sharp spines fall victim s to 
their appetites. 
Among these are the 
apogous and siluroid s, w hich are f ur ­ 
nished w ith sp ile s three and live inches 
long. 
B ut these d o not em barrass the 
voracious reptile in the least. 
The vic­ 
tim is first killed by the snake's pi isou, 
after w hich it is sw allow ed head first. 
The spines, na tura lly pointing tow ard 
the tail of the victim, and being relaxed 
in d eath, are compressed against the 
bod y of the fish as d eglutition proceed s. 
W hile in search of 
the ir 
prey, sea 
snakes sometimes venture a short d is­ 
tance up the m outh of large rivt-rs. 
Dr. W eber record s an instance w here 
he was fishing in one of the rivers on 
the east coast of Sum atra. lh-w as using 
a d ragnet and had cornered a num ber 
of m ed ium sized fish. 
As the net w as 
being brought in, two large si-a snakes 
sud d enly m ad e their appearance insid e. 
They showed no signs of uneasiness at 
capture, but were hurried ly gobbling 
d ow n the cornered fishes. 
Nor d id they 
tease operations until the last fish had 
d isappeared ,, w hen tb* form id able erea 
tures m ad e the ir * scape. 
Being a ir breathers, the sea mi ikes 
lead a sim ilar existence to tin- whale. 
.Scientists have expressed nm ch int* rest 
as to how i( ng they can rem ain und er 
water. 
Protessor K. P. W it field of the 
Am erican M useum of N a tura l History, 
w h i l e d ragging for corals, saw a large 
sea snake lying m otionless am ong some 
coral growths, some eight feet below 
the surface. 
It showed no signs of fear 
and rem ained in the same position |or 
half ail hour. 
The venom of these rep ­ 
tiles is even more d ead ly than tha t of 
the cobra. 
T he fangs are very short, 
and consequently d o not p enetrate so 
d eep as the fangs of most serpents, but 
only a scratch from them is necessary 
to prod uce serious results. 
O w ing to 
their great shyness accid ents are very 
rare. 
When cornered , they snap upon a 
victim . 
As the eyes are ad apted only 
for use in the w ater they strike blind ly 
w hen brought into the air, although 
living for d ays 
when rem oved from 
their native element. 
Many specimens hauled up in fisher­ 
m e n’s nets ha\f- been sent to zoological 
gard ens. 
T he 
Lond on 
gard ens even 
w ent so far as to build a fcpecinl tank 
for 
the ir accom m od ation. 
B ut these 
captured sptcim us either d ie en route 
or a shoit tim e after being placed in 
captivity. 
Seeking a d ark corner of 
their tank, they refuse all food and ul­ 
tim ately starve to d eath. 
A round trie 
num erous volcanic island s of the M alay­ 
an archipelago these reptiles are par 
ticularly uurni reus. F re q ue nt eruptions 
occur am ong tin -se island s, w hich arc 
hard ly morn tha n the bod y of the vol­ 
cano. 
D uring tb*- tim e of an eruption the 
few people resid ing near by take to tlx- 
watf r in their boats to escape the rain 
of a.-hes and mud . 
It is generally a case of jum p ing 
from the frying pan into th<- fire, how ­ 
ever. 
At such tim es the sea becomes 
uncom fortably 
w arm 
from its 
eln-e 
proxim ity to the 
b urning m ountain, 
and the sea snakes sw im w ild ly about 
for escape. 
T hey end eavor to clim b 
over 
the gunw ales of 
the refugees’ 
boats, w hile they tw ine the ir bod ie- in 
great masses about the forw ard chains. 
W hen about to lay the ir eggs, th« -e 
serpents approach the shore. 
Tim *-gg- 
are laid above high w ater m a rk and 
left to hatch by the heat of the sun. 
M any creatur* s prey upon the young 
reptiles 
A m ong 
th*ir 
enem ies 
are 
sharks and other large fishes, w hile the 
ad ults, in spite of their d eath d ealing 
fangs, fall victim s to 
a cage - and 
large gulls. 
A fter the great typhoons, 
w hich are common in tin- Philippines 
and their vicinity, m any of these crea­ 
ture^ may be found along the beach, 
w here they have been cast up d uring 
the violent 
•New York 
I lines.
